Canadian Cruiser Vigilant Again In 


Action In Lake Erie. 


FOURTH BRUSH OF THE WEEK 


American Boat Five Miles Over the 


Line When the Warship Appeared

Injured by Flying Splinters 


Shot Away by Bullets. 


Erie, Pa., Sept. 18. — The fish tug 


Harry G. Barnhurst, formerly a pleas- 
ure steamer, and largest fishboat here, 
had a thrilling encounter with the 
Canadian ciuiser Vigilant. The boat 
was struck 30 times and one man 
fainted, while others were slightly 
hurt by flying splinters. 


The affair was the fourth of the 


fish-tug incidents of the week and 
took place in mid Lake Erie. Cap- 
tain Nick Fasel of the American tug 
admitted after .the escape tbat the 
Vigilant could have sent her to the 
bottom if .Captain Dunn had so de- 
sired. They ran more than eight miles 
under full head of steam before they 
crossed the'boundary line and escaped 
from the Canadians. More than 30 
shots struck the vessel, and of these 
15 of the small shells landed with .tell- 
ing effect on the upper parts, so that 
the boat careened to one side with the 
mass of wreckage when she came into 
port. Having once been used for a 
pleasure steamer, the tug was well 
fitted with steam 
equipment. The 


fireman. Magnus Johnson, fainted in 
the hold from overexertion in keeping 
the steamer going ahead. Two^fisher- 
men were cut in the face by splinters 
shot away by the bullets. The Barn- 
hurst, according to Captain Fasel, was 
about five miles over the line drawing 
nets when the Vigilant appeared. The 
other Erie tugs. Alraa, Valiant and 
Boyd, were closer to the line, and ran 
away when the chase started. Cap- 
tain Dunn ordered the Barnhurst to 
stop, buf instead of doing so Captain 
Fasel put OE full steam and started for 
the line.

TEXT OF THE COiYlPRONHSE

Indicted by Grand Jury for 


First Degree Murder 


ARRESTED AT FARM MONDAY 


THREE MURDER CASES ARE TO BE 


TRIED THIS FALL 


Bevard Wben Approached in Corn 


Field Said He Would Prove 


Innocence at Trial, 


Levi Bevard 
was 
re-arrested 
by 


Deputy Sheriff Hindle Monday morn- 
ing about 9 o'clock, and lodged in the 
county jail, charged with murder in 
the first degree. 


Bevard is accused of beating out the 


brains of 
his 
mother-in-law, Mrs. 


Frances Wertz, on the morning of 
June 1, at her home 
northwest of 


Newark about 7 miles. He was bound 
over to the grand jury on a charge of 
manslaughter, and furnished a $5,000 
bond, ui-cr 
Mcli he was released. 


The grand jury which published its 
report last Friday investigated the 
case, and found a true bill against 
him for first degree murder, which is 
an unbailable crime. 


Bevard was 
located at the W. C. 


Hall farm, several miles west of New- 
ark and on Monday morning Deputy 
Sheriff Hindle with Officer Robert Zer- 
giebel of the local force were driven 
to the place by Charles W. Hoover in 
a. two-seated rig. The party left town 
by a roundabout way and arriving at 
the Hall farm they found Bevard at 
work in a field cutting corn. He was 
known to both officers and made no 
resistance when arrested by 
Sheriff 


Hindle. He said: 


"This is no more than I expected, 


filLjyove my__inn.ocfiace..pLihJs 


crime." 


Bevard's infant child is very ill and 


this was the pathetic feature of the 
arrest, which was made very quietly. 
His wife was in the house at the time 
of the arrest and she also declared 
that her husband was not guilty of 
the murder of her mother. 


The party then drove immediately to 


Newark and to the counly jail. 


Bevard's indictment was not pub- 


lished with the others Friday, as the 
raising of the degree of his crime in 
the report of the grand jury was con- 
sidered sufficient grounds for him to 
forfeit the $5,000 bond and attempt to 
make a successful escape. 


At the next criminal term of 
the 


Common Pleas court, this month three 
first degree murder cases will come up 
for trial. Besides the Bevard 
case 


there is that against Harry 
Freincr 


for killing Thomas Osborne. and that 
of Aria Davis for the murder of John 
Hammond.

Declares Trosts Have Axes They 


Expect Dominant Polltlclal Party 


to Grind for Them. 


Esopus, N. Y., Sept. 18. — Regarding 


the statement made recently by Vice 
President George W/ Perkins of the 
New York Life Insurance company be- 
fore the legislative committee in in- 
vestigating the insurance business, to 
the effect that President John F. Mc- 
Call had caused a contribution of 
about $50,000 to be made last year to 
the Republican national 
campaign 


fund. Judge Alton B. Parker said: 


"I believe I ought to say that 


the president of the New York Life 
was not the only such contributor. The 
officers of other great life insurance 
companies, such as the Equitable and 
the Mutual, also contributed from the 
policy-holders' funds for 
campaign 


purposes last year. What has been 
proved in the case of the New York - 
Life will undoubtedly be proved in the . 
other cases. Were there an investiga- 
tion of railroad, manufacturing and 
other incorporations it would be found 
that these life insurance officers were 
not the only corporation officers who 
put their hands into the treasury and 
took out moneys belonging to widows 
and orphans to secure a partisan vic- 
tory. That their acts were unlawful and 
their purposes corrupt, goes without 
saying. They intended to have the 
money used, as it -was, in corrupting 
the electorate. 
Mr. Perking makes 


the point that John A. McCall, presi- 
dent of the New York Life, is'a Dem- 
ocrat. The truth about it is, and I say 
it without feeling, but emphatically, 
that men like McCall have no political 
connections that stand in the way of 
their personal advantage. 
Such men 


desire the triumph of that party which 
will better serve their personal ends, 
and will — for contributions, past, pres- 
ent and future — continue to protect 
those interests by lenient legislation 
and by pretense at execution ol the 
law, 
which shall be tenderly blind to 


all their offenses. 


"Last year was not the first time. 


Such contributions had been made be- 
fore in national, state and municipal 
elections. 
The officers responsible 


for the raids en the treasuries of cor- 
porations have received their reward 
in unfettered management of life in- 
surance companies, in unembarrassed 
raids on the public through the trusts, 
condemned by both common and stat- 
ute law; in refusal to punish as crim- 
inals the officers of railroad and other 
corporations violating the laws; ia 
statutory permission to manufacturing 
corporations to levy tribute on the 
people. There Is, however, something 
worse, if possible, than the escape of 
such offenders from justfce. It is tha 
gradual demoralization of voters an* 
the dulling of the public conscience. 
It is not my purpose to claim that tha 
Democratic party, subjected to th» 
temptation which has overcome thai 
other party durine: the last few years. 
•would have acted differently. 
Th« 


facts should be diligently sought, that 
tbe people may become so aroused 
that thpy will insist upon laws making; 
it criminal offense for officers to con- 
tribute funds for political purposes 
and depriving the apparently success- 
ful candidates of their offices."

HE United States government is 


doing f many big things these 
days—maintaining the integrity 
of China, keeping the "open 


door" In the orient, protecting the 
smaller republics of the whole west- 
ern hemisphere and acting as a media- 
tor in securing peace in the far east. 
But withal she is doing nothing larger 
than the attempt to connect the At- 
lantic and Pacific oceans by a water- 
way through the isthmus of Panama. 
This Js admitted to be the most gigan- 
tic engineering feat ever undertaken 
by man. 
Longer canals have been 


made. The Suez ditch, for example. 
But none of them has presented the 
difficulties that are encountered at 
Panama. Digging through a mountain 
range is* a new proposition. De Les- 
seps was successful in making the Suez 
waterway. Yet he fell down on Pana- 
ma. It remains for Uncle Sam to do 
What France failed to do. Will he suc- 
ceed? Who, knowing his history and 
spirit, can doubt it? 
If faith, grit 


and determination can overcome the 
passive resistance of nature he will 
overcome. He has conquered a conti- 
nent, won in five wars and for the first 
time in history has made representa- 
tive government 
a shining success. 


iWhat is the mere constructing of a ca- 
nal fifty miles long to compare with 
these larger accomplishments? 
Of 


course be will win. The American peo- 
ple are a unit on this undertaking, and 
.when the American people unite oppo- 
sition might as well get out of the 
.way. This is not boasting; it is simply 
the will and the consciousness of abili- 
ty to perform. The Panama canal will 
be built 
The nation is pledged to 


reach that goal. It has set its hand to 
the task, and every American should 
have too much pride in his country to 
see it fail. 


World's Great Highway. 


Almost since the discovery of the 


new world men have dreamed of unit- 
ing the two oceans. The scheme was 
definitely broached in the early part of 
the sixteenth century. Now. in the be- 
ginning of the twentieth, the thing is 
to be done. A problem large enough to 
engross the attention of men for 400 
years is large enough for a great nation 
to undertake. A result that will bene- 
ficially affect the commerce of the en- 
tire earth is sufficiently important that 
no possible effort should be neslected 
for its accomplishment 
Prophetic 


minds have foreseen that some day. 
and no very distant day at that, the 
greatest civilization the world has 
known is to fringe the shores of the 
Pacific. That ocean, rather than the 
Atlantic, is to be the world's great 
highway. Tbe Panama canal will be 
the gate to the Pacific, and with its 
completion it will open the door to a 
new era. 


These are the larger aspects of the

Passiujj from the general to the par- 


ticular, the present status of the work 
on the canal can be simply told. There 
are about 10,000 men now employed, 
most of whom are engaged in the- ac- 
tual digging of the big ditch. The lar- 
gest force of these, is at work 011 what 
is known as the Culebra cut. which 
was started by the French under Do 
Lesseps. This cut is across the moun- 
tains, where the largest amount of ex- 
cavating must be done. 
The canal 


crosses the range at its lowc.st point, 
but even at this the hills are in the 
neighborhood of 300 feet above the 
level of the sea. The Freucb cut dowu 
about half of the way, aud the Ameri- 
cans have taken up the work where 
they left off. Now all this may look 
easy on paper, but that first 150 feet 
exhausted the French nation—or'that 
and the climate and the grafting alto- 
gether did it—and that was the least 
difficult end of the work. Digging out 
the bottom of a mountain range is n 
harder proposition than digging out 
the top of it, and it is the bottom half 
of the contract that we have on our 
hands. 


No Time Being Lost 


The sinking of that other 130 feet is 


not all that will have to be done, how- 
ever, for the ditch itself must be at 
least forty feet iu depth. This is sup- 
posing of course that tlie canal is to 
be a sea level affair, a point that is by 
no means settled. 
Most of the engi- 


neers favor that plan, but congress 
must make the decision. It is estimat- 
ed that it would take 880,000,000 more 
to build a sea level canal than one with 
locks at the sixty foot level, and it is 
practically certain that it will not go 
above the sixty foot level. It will also 
require at least two years' additional 
time. 
The work that is now being 


done is such that would have to be 
done whatever the level. Thus no time 


tropical native to do, and that I» to pro

Immense Progress Made. 


Another great work done by the 


American commissions has bceu in 
looking after the proper housing and 
feeding of the men. This has been a 
gigantic task in itself, but is now well 
under way. Then there is a railroad 
to run, which belongs to Uncle Sam, 
as well as a .steamship line from Colon 
to New York. The railway proper is 
only about forty-five miles long, but it 
has numerous spurs aud sidetracks 
amounting to about 200 miles in all. 


Then there has been all the French 


machinery, much of which had been al- 
lowed to rust and go to ruin, to reno- 
vate or throw into the scrap heap, as 
the case seemed to warrant. In addi- 
tion to all of this, there has been an 
immense amount of surveying to do. 
All these different departments of the 
work are organized, and immense prog- 
ress has been made under each head. 
Taken all in all, there is nothing dis- 
couraging in the situation up to date. 
The only things that can defeat the 
work or very materially retard it are 
red tape and grafting, and the presi- 
dent has shown a very vigorous tend- 
ency to discourage both. He seems to 
think that the only way to dig a canal 
is to dig it. aud as he is the boss of 
the whole job it may reasonably be ex- 
pected that the dirt will fly. 


About Fifty Miles Long. 


The canal winds somewhat and is 


forty-five miles in length. 
With the 


dredging in the sea it will be about 
fifty miles all told. 
So far as the 


plans have been, perfected, it will prob- 
ably be 150 feet wide at the bottom 
and at least forty feet deep. If built 
at the sixty foot level several locks 
will be necessary. If at sea level one 
lock only will be required. This one 
lock, which will be near the Pacific 
entrance, will be for the purpose of 
shutting out the high tides on the Pa- 
cific side, the variation there being 
twenty feet as against only about four 
feet on the Atlantic side. The two 
entrances to the big ditch will be near

ly a small part of the work. In addi- 
tion, manj- dams have to be made, and- 
one river that occasionally goes on a 
rampage win either have to be domes- 
ticated or persuaded to go in some oth- 
er direction^ One proposition is" to 
dig a tunnel through the mountains 
ind make this river run into the other 
ocean. But, then, turning an adult riv- 
er from one ocean to another is only a 
trifling proposition for your Uncle Sam- 
uel to tifkle.

The same holds true as to ex- 
pense. The engineers have figured on 
5230,000,000 for a sea level ditch and 
considerably less for a Jock canal. It 
may be more than that It is one thing 
to build on paper and another to build 
on earth. But the American people 
have made up their minds to stay by 
the task regardless of expense—provid- 
ed always-that the money does not go 
Into the capacious pocket of the grafter. 


At present we can rest in the assur-

Fourth of "March Too. Early to 


Be Seasonable. 


QOTEENOES ENLISTED IN WOEK. 


Committee Composed ol Chief Exec- 


utiii-N of State* and Other DlMtln- 
Kuinlicd People to Meet In "WuMk- 
InKton Before ContcniuK of Con- 
KcvnH-lttt.lv to Be Made April 80. 


Governors of forty-one states have 


already joined the movement to post- 
pone 
the presidential inauguration 


after 1DOO from March 4 to a later and 
better date, probably April 30, and the 
national committee on the proposed 
change is arranging to meet in Wash- 
ington in November, just before con- 
gress convenes. 


H. B. F. Macfarland, commissioner 


of the District of Columbia and chair- 
man of the national committee, has 
beeu ia correspondence ever since 
March 4 last with the governors of 
states arid territories who, with fifteen 
residents of the District of Columbia, 
were asked to serve as members of the 
national committee. lie has up to date 
secured the consent of forty-one gov- 
ernors of the states and territories to 
serve on the committee and expects 
that several others will accept this 
service before the meeting in the fall. 


Inevitable delays occur in such corre- 


spondence, but the response has been 
in general so prompt and hearty as to 
indicate a strong interest in the move- 
ment all over the country for a change 
of iuauguration'day. All the governors 
who accepted service expressed ap- 
proval of the proposition, and some of 
them are especially emphatic in doing 
so. This indicates that they are pre- 
pared to bring the matter before the 
people and the legislatures of their 
states in a favorable light, as well as to' 
lend their influence to the operations 
of the national committee. 


The chief function of that committee 


is to present the matter to congress ip 
such a way as to secure favorable 
action. An amendment to the consti- 
tution is necessary, and a joint resolu- 
tion for that purpose will be drafted 
and introduced at the opening of the 
uext session. The senate has twice 
passed such a resolution unanimously, 
and it is believed that its chances in 
the house will be better next session 
than heretofore. 


The death of Senator Bate of Tennes- 


see, followed by that of Ambassador 
Azpiroz and that of Judge Weldon of 
the court of claims in consequence of 
exposure on March 4 last, has made a- 
deeper impression as to the dansers 
of the present inauguration date.

UNIQUE CHAPELS. 


Feature of Cathedral of ft. John 


Without KfclenlHiitlenl Precedent. 


• It Is planned to make the new Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine, now in 
process of erection at Mornlugslde 
heights, New York, a church represent- 
ative on American soil of all the na- 
tions that have contributed their peo- 
ple to the upbuilding of the United 
States. Tlie plan for extending in a 
single great edifice opportunities for 
foreign 
born worshipers of 
many 


modes of speech to attend services 
conducted In their native tongues is 
entirely without precedent in ecclesi- 
astical annals. 


That such opportunities may exist 


the trustees of the Cathedral of St 
John the Divine have made the seven 
chapels of the church national sanctu- 
aries where alien Christians may wor- 
ship in their own languages. One has 
been completed already and is popular- 
ly called the B/elmont chapel from the 
fact that the well known New York 
banker, August Belmont, gave -¥100,000 
for its erection in memory of his moth- 
tft Another, on which work is begin- 
ning, will be d memorial to Mary 
'Rhinelander King and is the gift of 
Mrs. Edward King of New York and 
Newport The latter is to be called the 
Scot's chapel and dedicated in the 
name of St. Columbia, being the chap- 
el of the British rite. 


The Belmont memorial is officially 


designated the chapel of the oriental 
rite, dedicated to tue Holy Name and 
is to be called in common use St. Sa- 
viour's chapel. It is the easternmost 
of the seven, and jt was therefore con- 
sidered most appropriate to give it the 
name and dedication decided upon. 
With the rise of mariolatry, as theolo- 
gians call the worship of the Virgin 
Mary, it became the custom in th'e mid- 
dle ages to add a "lady chapel" to the 
eastern end of all large churches, and 
so universal did this custom become 
that a cathedral with out-such a sanc- 
tuary is not now regarded as complete. 
The title "lady chapel" did not seem 
appropriate, however, for any portion 
of a Protestant cathedral built after 
the Reformation. 


The seven chapels, which are to be 


built as fast as the funds for them are 
forthcoming, will stand about the 
choir of the cathedral in a semicircle. 
Each will be a little church large 
enough for about a hundred persons, 
and the group will be separated from 
the rest of the edifice by a corridor, 
from which they will be entered. The 
five remaining structures are to be the 
Swedes chapel, that of the Scandina- 
vian "rite; the Holland chapel, that of 
the German rite; the Italian chapel, 
the Huguenot chapel and the chapel of 
the Mozarabic rite, to be called the 
Spanish chapel. 


MONUMENT TO A HORSE. 


Massive Granite FJcnre In Memory of 


Portland (Me.) Man's Pet Steed. 


John H. Carroll, who removed to Gor- 


ham, Me., several years ago and built 
a handsome residence, is the only liv- 
ing member of one of Portland's dis- 
tinguished families, says the Portland 
(Me.) 
Express. In the center of a tri- 


angular piece of land opposite Mr. Car- 
roll's bouse there has recently been 
erected a monument that has attracted 
much attention. A massive block of 
granite twelve feet in length forms the 
base upon which rests a handsome 
upper stone, one side of which bears 
these.-words: "A loving and faithful 
friend, Prince." On the other side is 
the full figure of a horse. 


Prince had been owned by his mas- 


ter eighteen years, and the friendship 
between them was deep and sincere. 
John Heald of- Portland sold Prince to 
Mr. Carroll when he was six years old, 
and at first he was so high spirited 
that he was almost unmanageable, and 
his new master feared that he would 
not be able to keep him. Mr. Heald 
urged him to give the handsome crea- 
ture a longer trial. Kindness was the 
key that won the heart of Prince, and 
Mr. Carroll soon found that by gentle 
treatment' he could do anything -with 
the noble beast. Prince knew his mas- 
ter's footstep, and when he heard him 
approach the stable he would whinny 
and stamp with joy.

SOON TO OUTSTBD? JAPAN, HE SAYS 


Determined to Develop Alone Same 


Linen u» Mlknda'H Kingdom, Say» 
an Old Renldent of China — Feel* 
Yoke of European Tyranny Kecnl) 
and Will Shake It Off—Danger of 
Fntnre Bloodshed. 
~ 


"China is bound to be the coming 


nation of the east. It will soon be 
ahead of Japan." This is the prophecy 
"of a man who has spent thirty-six 
years in China and hopes to end his 
days there. It is that of the Rev. Dr. 
T. Richard, with whom I had an in 
teresting conversation recently in Lon- 
don, 
writes a member of the London 


Daily News staff. 


"China will be greater than Japan 


within half a century," the doctor de- 
clared, still in prophetic vein. The past 
history of China, considered with the 
remarkable movements now maturing 
there, bears me out. China has held 
together a larger number of. people 
than you'find in any other nation in 
the world. It has done that for over 
2,000 years. That means great pow- 
ers of organization. Now that China 
is adopting new methods you will hud 
it will still be able to hold together 
in face of all the world." 


"By use of arms?" 
"Well, China is determined to de- 


velop alona; the same lines as Japan. 
The Chinese are prepared to modify 
their laws and customs. 
Theyr are 


going to learn everything they1 can 
from western civilizatfon. 
In thirty 


years' time, having learned all that 
Europeans can teach them, they will 
get rid of their teachers, as Japan has. 
Then you will see them rise ahead of 
Japan and become as powerful a na- 
tion as any in Europe." 


"Is Japan• nursing them?" 
"To some extent she is. The Japa- 


nese have for ten years been organiz 
iug an Asiatic league. This league is 
not only identified with China, but with 
all the nations of Asia. 
Statesmen 


from Siam. India and Persia, as well 
as from China, are influenced by the 
league" and visit Japan solely in con- 
nection with its objects." 


"Which are"— 
"To resist the west with its own 


weapons, but with an army far su- 
perior in numbers. The people of Asia 
are sick of the white peril. The arro- 
gance of Europeans has become un- 
bearable to them. 
China feels this 


more keenly than the other Asiatic na- 
tions. The Borer rising was but an 
expression of that feeling. That re- 
bellion taught the Chinese they could 
do nothing against European armies 
without European methods. They will 
not rise against the Europeans again 
until they have learned what the Jap- 
anese have learned. And then as a 
great power they will outclass the 
Japanese. 
The people in England— 


nay, in. Europe—have no idea of the 
extent to which China is storing its 
arsenals and training its men." 


"And what does it all mean?" 
"It means many things. First, China 


does not intend to lie at the mercy of 
Japan. It is a mistake to suppose that 
Japan is going to do what she likes 
with China. It also means that China 
is determined io shake off the yoke of 
European tyranny, which she feels 
keenly." 


"Then you siae a future "of blood- 


shed?" 


"What I f jel is that unless the na- 


tions of Christendom begin at once to 
act justly toward China the day may 
come when China may inflict a terrible 
revenge upon ths white races for their 
tyranny to the Chinese in their times 
of weakness. 
The Chinese are as 


much infected with the fear of the 
white peril as Europeans are with the 
fear of the yellow peril. Unless the 
two continents change their attitude 
I do not see how fearful bloodshed is 
to be avoided." 


"Can they change?" 
"I atn sure that so far as China is 


concerned its development can go on 
without war. That however, depends 
wholly on the attitude of Europeans. 
Let them be peaceful, and the Chinese 
will be peaceful.- Let them make war, 
and the Chinese will make war. Tlie 
reawakening of China has not only 
brought a war party to the front it has 
brought a peace party to the front It 
depends on the attitude of western na- 
tions as to which party becomes su- 
preme in China. One of the main ob- 
jects of my present visit to England is 
to plead for more peaceful methods In 
our and other nations' dealings with 
China." 


"Failing which"— 
"China will soon have a standing 


army that will threaten the peace of 
the whole world. It is not too late for 
western nations to prevent that, and 
in preventing it they would Jearn the 
lesson of universal peace themselves.'*

While Governor Ilerrick is making promises to do things 


better iri the fulure, especially 1o recommend the enactment 
of ;i slate bank inspect ion law, lie should explain wlrv he was 
covenly ojtposed 1o the Moore senate bill in the last legisla- 
ture, and why all his immediate friends and the state house 
,or "official" lobby done the bill to death in 'the house with 
the yo\eruor's knowledge, if not, indeed with his consent and 
approval. 


The bill provided for the most thorough inspection of the 


private banks of the state, and passed the senate with but 
slight opposition. 


Jlut in the house it met with desperate and relentless op- 


position by a lobby, which included the Cincinnati boss, who 
conducted the battle from start to victory, by long distance 
telephone. 


That money was freely nsed is beyond all question. All 


the private banks in the state that have recently gone into 
bankruptcy contributed money to defeat the bill in the house. 
The receivers of these bankrupt concerns could, if they chose, 
no doubt ti-ll exactly how much of the depositors' in ont?}' went 
to defeat a measure intended to protect them. 


We know, at least, of some receivers who have the cashed 


checks which show how much it cost the stockholders of the 
banks placed in their hands to keep the bars from being 
put up.

"And I, too, can work," said 
the

my husband, I can thread my needle 
and do plain sewing, or I can wash 
•blothes. Try me."

sightless. They were 
married 
nine 


years ago. He is now 33 years old.

Allen has been missing for about 


a week or ten days but it was not 
suspicioned tHat he was dead until the 
tenant of the front apartment next 
that of his, informed Mr. Mohlenpah 
Saturday night that for several days 
he had been noticing a stench, which 
had flnaJly become almost unbearable.

GKANTED BY THE PEACE TEEATY 


\V111 Eqnnl In Tinu-, It I» Claimed, 


the file IinlcmnKj-

Clone Competitor of United States. 


Tiiut there -ire othor ways of dis- 


abling a bear limn by hobbling his logs 
appears to be borne out by a careful 
oxainiuulion of Ilie peace treaty be- 
tween J.ipan nnd Russia, says the 
Washington Star. Japan astonished the 
world by receding from her demand 
for indemnity, and the work of tho 
Russian plenipotentiaries was hailed 
as a masterpiece of diplomacy. At the 
same time, when M. Witte and Baron 
Rosen signed tlie treaty at Portsmouth 
tlie other day it contained as article 
11 the following tunn.s: 


"Russia cngjfjus herself to make an 


.agreement with Japan giving ,to Japa- 
nese subjects the right to lish in Rus- 
sian territorial waters in the sea of 
Japan, the sea of Okhqtsk and Bering 
sea." 


In the treaty also, as a part of arti- 


cle 9, was an agreement on the part 
of Russia to give Japan right of way 
in the bay of Tartary—this in connec- 
tion with the cos-iion of the southern 
part of Sakhalin island. To persons un- 
familiar with tbe rc«otirccs of the par- 
ticular part of the Russian territorial 
waters in the far east mentioned in the 
treaty there might seem little connec- 
tion between fiphmg rights in. the three 
seas named and in the gulf of Tartary, 
but, as a matter of fact, they mean 
that in less than fifteen years Japan 
will have been benefited financially 
from these rights in an amount that 
far exceeds the §000,000,000 asked for 
indemnity, and in addition to this she 
will bave secured an outlet for her fish- 
ing fleets that arc now practically con- 
fined to strictly Japanese waters, hav- 
ing no other territory than that of Ja- 
pan on -which they might land to rnend 
nets, pack their catch, etc. - 


Officials of the government at Wash- 


ington who have looked into the matter 
of Japanese fisheries are reticent in ex- 
pressing their views in the premises. 
It was learned, however, from an ex- 
amination of the map of the ceded fish- 
ing territory and comparing tbe fisher- 
ies statistics of Japan with those of 
Russia and the western coast of Amer- 
ica, that Japan will -double her reve- 
nue from fisheries by her recent trans- 
action. Tbe last year's receipts in Ja- 
pan from the fisheries amounted in 
round numbers to §30,000,000. 


A glance at the map of eastern Asia 


shows that Sakhalin, or Sagbalien, is- 
land is separated from the mainland 
by the gulf of Tartary and Amur gulf. 
Sakhalin is north of Tesso, the northern- 
most of the larger islands included in 
tlie .Japanese group. A narrow line of 
small islands of the Japanese empire 
extends north of Yesso to the Kamchat- 
ka n peninsula. 
The sheet of water 


between this line of islands and thc- 
Siberian coast is called tbe sea. of Ok- 
hotsk.

Japanese 
fishermen have been unable to fish 
these waters successfully owing to the 
prohibition against them landing on 
Russian territory or coming within 
Russian territorial limits, three miles- 
from the coast. 


It is off this tract that the Japanese 


have received fishing rights. JJy the 
permission to fish within tbe territorial 
limits of Russia is meant the right to 
land, mend net?, pack the catch, etc.. 
so that it will now be possible for 
Japan to use this vast stretch that had 
previously been closed to her. 


The part of Sakhalin which Japan 


obtains f--oni IJinsia includes about nil 
of the island that is good for anything, 
it is said, as far as fishing bases and 
mining: are com-erncd. But in case the 
Japanese find it njrrcejible to fish fur- 
ther along the island's coast the terms 
of the treaty jri^e them permission to 
go around it and into the Okhotsk sea.

The Missouri Pa- 
cific tracks are flooded for a consider 
able distance and much of the track 
has been washed away.

feet long, over the Lamine river, went 
out, and traffic on the eastern division 
of the main line will be impeded for 
a day or so. Missouri Pacific trains 
from Kansas City were sent north 
over the Missouri, Kansas and Texas 
railroad, but on reaching the Lamine 
bridge, near Clifton, the tracks on the 
latter road were found to be four feet 
under water.

DOUBLE LYNCHING 


AS Result of Clash in South Is Likely 


If the Bynum Brothers Are 


Taken Alive. 


Memphis, Tenn., Sept. 18.—Sheriff 


Monteverde this morning sent several 
deputies with fifty rifles to German- 
town, the scene of the race riots Sat- 
urday night and Sunday morning. A 
big posse is now after the negroes, 
who defied a small posse yesterday 
morning and stated that they would 
not be taken alive. The riot occurred 
at an amateur race track across the 
Wolf river from Germantown, 
near 


Memphis, where the negroes held Sat- 
urday's race meets. 
One officer was 


probably fatally wounded and another 
slightly, while one negro was killed 
and several hurt. 


Germantown, Tenn., Sept. 18.—As a 


result'of the clash between Constable 
Scott, assisted by several other white 
men, 
and a crowd of negroes at the 


Wolf River race track, in which a 
negro was killed, Scott and a deputy 
wounded and three negroes shot, Abe 
Bynum, the colored proprietor of the 
race track, and his brother John are 
concealed in a canebrake, around 
which has been thrown a posse of 
white men. Two attempts were made 
to arrest the Byuum brothers, and 
after several fusillades the storming 
party retired to Germantown to await 
reinforcements. Abe Bynum received 
a wound on the head, but was only 
slightly hurt. Excitement is running 
high and a lynching is looked for if 
the Bynum brothers are taken alive.
